A BIG GAIN OVER 1 894 . 


tSilver Was Made the Issue, and the 
Result Indicates What Will 
Happeu iu November.

Arkansas yesterd«iv gave the coun­ 
try an iutinialion of what to expect 
next November. 
Despite the her 
culean efforts of Hanna, 
Clayton, 
et al to increase the republican vote 
in this, the first democratic state to 
hold an e'eciion this year, the entire 
democratic ticket has been elected 
by a m ajority nearly thrice that re­ 
ceived 
two 
years ago. 
Arkansas 
. has pointed the way for the rest of 
country and she will roil up 


] .ven a larger vote for Bryan and 
silver in November. 


Special dispatches to the chair­ 
man* of the democratic state central 
com m ute indicate that Jones, dem ­ 
ocrat, has a majority over ail his 
opponents from 60,000 to 70,000. 
There are 201,000 registered voters. 
The vote has been very heavy in all 
the counties heard from. 
If the 
same ratio is maintained ail over 
the state, the vote cast will not be 
less than 170,000. 
The chairman 
of the republican state central com- 
1 
raittee does not claim that Remrael, 
republican, will receive exceeding 
40,000. 
T he democrats claim that this es­ 
timate is too high by at least 5,000. 
T h e populist and prohibition candi­ 
dates have not polled exceeding 12,- 
000 votes. 
Conceding, 
however, 
that the republicans, 
populists and 
pr^iibition vote will reach 55,000 
a n q 170,000 votes have been cast, 
# ^ o n e s ’ majority will reach 60,000. 
The 
chairman 
of 
the republican 
state committee concedes Jones’ m a­ 
jority to be 50,000. 
The contest in this state was very 
sharply defined. 
Jones, in his can ­ 
vass for the democratic nomination, 
declared publicly that he would not 
support a gold candidate for presi­ 
dent if one was nominated at C h i­ 
cago. 
On this issue he was over 
whelmingly nominated. 
In his ca n ­ 
vass against Remmel (the republi­ 
can candidate) he made silver the 
leading issue. 
Remmel advocated 
M cK in ley and a gold standard. 
Advices from a number of coun­ 
ties show that Jones has polled as 
many populist votes as Files, their 
candidate. 
He 
also 
received 
a 
number 
of 
white republican and 
negro votes because of his position 
on silver. 
T w o years ago Governor Clarke’s 
^ majority over all his opponen'ii was 
about 24,000. 
Jones had more than
